Gent, Many doe take thoſe words to be words of truth,even the 
word of God, becauſe the Service-booke doth in the Margent 
quote Ezech, 18,11, 

Min, The words of God in that place are theſe; If the wicked 
turne from hu ſinnes that he hath committed, and keepe the fac of the 
Lord,and do that which us lawfull and ri ght,he ſhall ſurely live;all which 
words the Seryice-booke doth leave out, as the devill when he 
tempted our Saviour Chriſt, to caſt himſc}fe downe fromthe pin- 
nacle of the Temple, did alledge P/al. 91. 11. where it is written, 
He ſhall give his Angels charge over thee , to keepe thee in all thy Wayes, 
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and did leave out theſe words, To krepe thee in all thy Ways, leaſt 
they ſb-ald put Chriſt m minde of the ſtawes, which w $sthe way 
ro goc up and downe by ; {o the Service-voc ke doth leave ont.and 
makes no mention of turning from finne, nor of keeping the Sta- 
rutes of the Lord nor of domgthat which 1sJaw'ull and right leaſt 
it hoald put the wicked m nnde of wrnivg from their ſinnes, and 
keepe the States of the Lord, and doc that which is lawtull and 
r1-h. Inſtead of turning from f11nc,and doing that which is law- 
tu!) and 118htg it telis them that When ſocver a ſinner doth repent, God 
will put all bys wid kednefſe out of -his remcmbrance ; and doth aſcribe 
forgivencſle of finnes unto repentance, which 1s an horrible blaſ- 
phcmie againſt Chrift, whoſe bloud cleanſeth us from all ſinnes, 1 Joh. 
1 7. True it is, that fomertimes, God upon heartie repentance doth 
deterre ſome temporall judgement 3; as when Eliah told Ahab, 
that the dogges ſhonld lick his bloud, where they licked the bloud of Na. 
both : then A4bab rent his clothes, and pur on ſackcloth, and taſted, 
and lay in ſackcloth, 1 King. 21. 28. 29. Thenthe Lord ſpake to 
Ela", ſaying, Scſt thou, how Abab humbleth himſelfe before me ? Be. 
carne he Laih humbled himſe lf, before me, [ Will not bring the ew gn his, 
bi: in fais [onnes dayes I will bring the evill upon his houſe,tKihg. 21.28, 
29 Th ugh Godbe pleaſed upon repentance to ſhew mcrcie on 
thc wicked, by deferrivg, and not onely by \Jeferring; byt alſo by 
raking ſome temporali judgement quite away ſometime, yet he 
doth not (o alwaycs;tor, 7r:4as did repent, and with gricte of heart 
dd contefle his une, and made reitirution, and tound no mercic.

Hin, Inthe pubiick worſhip and ſervice of God, the Miniſter

pray, and in ſtead of praying, as the Maſſe Prieſt and Queriſters 
doc ſing the Kyricliſon and ( briitieliſon, three times by courſe mn 
Latine, ſo the Miniſter, Clerke, and people, doe reade them three 
times in Engliſh. 

Gent, What doe you meane by K yrieliſon and Chriſticlifon, and 
firſt cell me what manner of publick worſhip and ſervice was pre- 
{cribed unto God in the Primitive Church , was there any fuch 
ſervice then ? 

Min. No verily ; (hry/ofteme writing upon the 1 1. 0f S* 1Mat- 
thews Goſpel,ſhewerh that in the Primitive Churchthey did ſpend 
the time in ſinging of Pſalmes, and in reading Chapters out of the 
Old and New Teltament, till the Congregation was full, and that 
then the Preacher went into the Pulpit, and prayed there,the peo- 
ple being all ſilent, and joyning with him in heart, tiil he did leave 
praying, then they all, with one heart, did ſay, eAme, 
ory Now I pray you, tell me, what doe you meane by £ yri--

Min. Kyrielilon is a word compounded of Hebrew and Greek, 
and ſignifieth in Engliſh, Lord have mercie upon 15. The Chriſtic- 
liſon (1gnificth in Engliſh, Chriſt have mercie upon us, 

The Kyrieliſon was deviſed by Pope Gregory the firſt , and ap- 
pointed to- be ſung three tumes by the Maſſe-Pricſts and Qucri- 
ſters, in honour of the Trinitie. In like manner ( in kmitation of 
the Maſſe-Prieſts and Queriſters ) the Service-booke appoinceth 
the Miniſter, Clerke, and people, in {tcad of ſinging, to 1cade the 
Kyrie and Chriftieli/on, in Engliſh three times by courſe. The Mt- 
niſter muſt begin, with Lord have mercie upon us : after him the 
Clerke and people mult follow, with, (Chriſt have mercie upon us : 
and after them the Miniſtcr muſt pin the basket, with, Lord have 
mercie npon us, ; 

Thus( in imitation of the Maſſe-booke, the Miniſter, Clerke, 
and people, are cnjoyned by the Service-booke, to reade the Kyrie 
and Chriſtiel;ſon by courſe, thrice in the Morning , thrice in the

ment of our Saviour Chriſt, where he bids us uſe, no vaine repeti- 
tions, as the Heathen doe, who thinke to be heard for their much 
babbling ſake. Alſo, as the Mafle-Prieſts and Quireſters, atter 
they have ſung the Creed , and the Kyrie and Chriſtiely/on, they 
mult ſing by courle certaine Verſicles in Lartine,the tame doth the 
Service Booke cnjoyne the Miniſter, Clerke, and peopie, to reade 
in Engliſh, which arenothing elſe bu: pieces and patches deviſed 
by Antichriſt the Pope, to provoke Almightic God to wrath,

water came our, and dropt downe on the flootre; the maid lying 
ſtill and ſenceleſſe as a dead body, with the voyce comming out of 
her noſtrils, ſaying, Hang her, hang her, Then the Recorder called 
for a long pin, which he held in the candle till it was very hot, and 
thruſt the head of it into her noſtrils,to ſee 1f that would make her 
neeſe, or winke, or bend her brows, or {tirre her head, which ſhee 
did not, but lay ſtill as one dead and ſcncelefle. T hen I told the 
Recorder, that I had often prayed with the maid, and that when I 
did conclude with the Lords Prayer , the maid as ſoone as I ſaid, 
but deliver ns from evill, was toſt up, and ſhaken, as if a maſtive dog 
ſhould take a little curre into his mouth, and ſhake him.

ſtake, and the fire crackling about him. Then ſhee kneeled downe, 
and offered a ſweet evening ſacrifice of thanks and praiſe unto God 
for her deliverance, till her yoice grew weake ; then the Miniſters 
did ſpeake to her to ceaſe, and to let one of them end the day with 
thankſgiving, and in regard that I had begun the day with prayer, 
they ſpake to me,to takean end with thankſgiving. That done, 
care was had of her, to put her ro ſore Miniſter for one yeare, leſt 
Satan ſ,ould aflault her againe, and by common conſent ſhee was 
put to me,and I tooke her for my ſcrvant for one yeare,and tooke h 
hers and her mother, and ſiſter, and lodged them at my houſe in 
great $+ Heliv, which then was my living. ;

remaine the children of God for eyer, by yertue of the everlaſting 
Covenant of Grace. ; 

Gent, Wherein elſe doth the Carechiſme teach children to be- 
leeve and to lay an untruth 2 Rh 
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Ap, In that it teacheth them to belceve, and to ſay, that 
Chriſt hath redeemed all mankinde, 

The truth is. that Chriſt came into the world, not to redeeme 
all mankinde, but the Ele& onely ; therefore the Evangeliſt Saint 
Luke ſetting forth the Genealogie of Chriſt , beginneth from 7e- 
ſeph, and afcendeth to Adam, and from Adamdoth deſcend to Serh, 
who was the firſtof the Ele& that was borne after the death of A- 
bel, and maketh no mention ef (a, nor of any of his poſteritic. 
And Saint Matthew,beginning from A br abam,and from Abraham 
deſcendeth to [ſaac, and from /ſaac to facob, and maketh no men- 
tion of 1/mael, nor of Eſa, nor of any that came of them.

It is true, that Intants borne of the Elc&, are undoubtedly (a- 
ved by vertuc of Gods everlaſting Covenant of Grace, ſo many as 
ate of the number of the Elc& ; 1 ſay, ſo many as arc of the num- 
ber of the Ele&, becauſe many of the Ele that are now Saints in 
heaven, have brought torth children that are reprobates and dam- 
ned ſoulcs in hell : e{dam had ( ain as well as Abel, and «Abraham 
had 1/-macl as well as 1/azc, and Iſaac had Eſau, whom God hated, 
as well as Facob, whom God loved.

3, where mention is made of three unclean ſpt- 
rits like frogs, that come out of the mouth of the Dragon, and our 
of the mouth of the Beaſt, and talſe Prophet, rogoe to the Kings 
of the carth, to gather them tothe battell of the great day of God 
Almightic, into a- place called in the Hebrew tongue , eArma- 
eddon, 

: The Dragon is the Devill : the beaſt and falſe Prophet, is the 
Pope, the unclean ſpirits like frogs, are the Jeſuits and Seminaric 
Pricſts, they arc ſaid to come out of the mouth of the Dragon, and 
out of the mouth of the Beaſt and falſe Prophet, becauſe the Devill 
in and by the Pope, doth make his minde knowne unto thera, and 
doth put words into their mouths, what they ſhall ſay to the Po- 
piſh Kings, Princes, and people, to whom they are (ent , to gather 
them tothe battel] of the great day of Almightic God, into a place 
called inthe Hebrew Armageddon, 

The day whercinthe bactell ſhali be fought, is called the day of 
God Almightic; becauſe God in that day will make his power to 
appeatc inthe true proteſtors of the Goſpel,and ſo {trengthen them 
as they ſhall have the day ; yet ſo, as they ſhall give the glory to 
God, and call the day., the day of God Almightie, 

.. The day is called the great day of God Almightic, to ſhew that 
the true proteſlors ofthe Goſpel, ſhall by the helpe of God, make 
a great "ar of their enemies. 

he word Armageddon, doth figmifie the hill of the Golpcl. It 
fignificth alſo the hull of apples, or fruit, meaning, by apples and 
fruit, the good fruit of holinefle and righteouſnelle of converſati- 
on, that the preaching of the Goſpel doth bring forch in the truc 
profeſſors thereof. It kgnifieth alſo a mountaine of delights, mea 


1ng,that where the Goſpel is faithfully preached, there are many 


things that God and his cruc worſhippers doth delight in, as the 
holy excrciſcs of Religion, the manifold graces of Gods holy Spi- 
rt in his true worſhippers, and the good truit of holineflc and righ- 
tcouſneſle of converſation, that the preaching of the Goſpel bring» 
cth forth, in the true proteſſors thereot. It is derived of two He- 
brew words,bar, which fignifieth a mountaine,and megiddin, which 
{1gnificth 4: /ighrs, Ir may alſo be deriyed of arma, which fignifheth 
ſubriltie, and gada, which nn cutting downe, to (hew that a 
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piſh Kings,Princes,and people, ſeduced by the Pope and his croak- 
ing ſ:ogs, ſhall gather their forces to battel] againſt the truth and 
true proteſſors thereot, to their utter ruine and deſtruftion. = 
The place or Countrey where the Goſpel is preached and main- 
tained by the true profeſſors thereof, is compared to an hill, or 
mountatne, {/a. 2, 3. to ſhew, that it is as hard a matter to root the 
Goſpel and rue profeſſors thereof out of that place, as it 1s to re- 
move a mountatne, 
From «he {everall fignifications of the 'word Armageddon, the 
true profeſſors of the Goſpel in this Land, may obſerve tor their 
comfort, that God hath made this Land an' Armagedaos, Firlt, in 
that it hath pleaſed his holy Majeſtic, to plant-the Goſpel and true 
profeſſors thercot in it. Secondly, that che preaching of che Go- 
{pel hath and daily doth bring forth the fruit of holincfle and 11gh-» 
rccouſnetle of converſation, in thoſe few that are true proteſlors ; 
for whoſe ſake God hath, doth, and will ſpate this Land, as he 
would have (parcd Sodom and Gomorrha, if there had been bur ten 
luch as Lot was tobe found there, Thirdly, iri'that it hath been a 
place of deltruftion to all that have gone about toremoye the light 
of the Goſpel our of it, by rooting out the true profeſſors Se main- 
taincrs thereof. Witnelle A», 8 8, whenthe Ling of Spaine ſent 
his invincibic Navie of 160. great ſhips of warre, with whom our 
Navic, conliſting but of fiftic ſhips, and thurtic Flemiſh, did meet 
upon the coalt of P/5mmouth, and fought with them the ſpace bf 
two daycs , and drove them till they came over againſt Calice, 
where they did expect another Fleet from the Duke of Parma, 
with 30000, old Land-Souldiers : but before the Fleet came, it 
pleaſcd God to put into the heart of Sir Francs Drake, to ſet three 
old ſhips on fire, which with the wmnde and tyde, did driveupon 
the Spaniſh Fleet, and forced them to cut therr Cabies, and to hoy ſt 
up ſayles Nortward, where they perifhed in a ſtorme, fo as not a- 
bove twcntic returned home. 
I Witnelle alſo, An», 1639. when our dread govera:gne King 
f Charlcs, was inthe Noith with his Armic againit the Scers, the 
i King of Sp4ize did ſend another great Navic, in hope that the Pa- 
| piſts would joyne with them as toone as they were landed, to cur 
rhe throats of all che Proteſtants: ;. then alſo u p'caſed Almighric 
God to give deliverance by ſtring up the Ho/lander; rg fighe with 
them, and to burne {inke, and rake divers of the ſhips. Wuncfle 
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alſo the plotrers .and contrivery of the Gun-poryder plot in King 
2ames his time, andthe T raytors inQueene ZEl;zaberhs time, who 
were hang'd, drawne and quartered at 7 yb»rve, and their heads (cr 
on London. bridge, and gatesof the Citie. The Papiſts, and all that 
doc joyne with them againſt the Parliament, -and the true protel- 
ſors and maintainers ot the Goſpel, whom they in derifion do call 
Rownd-heads, have great caulc to feare, that the inſurreftion and 
commotion that they have made, will be unco them an Armaged- 
don, as we may gather out of Revel, x1, ver, 13, where mention is 
made of a great Earth-quake, wherein the tenth part of the Citic 
ſhall ta}l>7000. ſhall be {laine, and that the remnant ſhall feare,and 
give glory to the God of heaven. For the better underſtanding of 
this Earth-quake, conſider of ſome things that are written in the 
9, 10, and 11. Chapters of the Revelation, Inthe 9. Chapter ver.1, 
2, mention is made of a ſtarre, fallen trom heaven , ro whom was 
given the key. of rhe bottormleſſe pit, __w_ opening whereof, there 
ariſeth a ſmoake like the ſmoake ot a Furnace. 

By the ſtar is meant the Pope: by heaven is not meant the higheſt 
heaven,but the true Church of Chriſt here upon carth,from which 
the Pope is fallen : the bottomileſle pit, is hell ; the ſmoake that 
commeth out of: the pit, is, the ignorance, hereſies, ſuperſtitions 
and idolatrie of the Church of Rowe, wherewith all Chriſtendome 
hath becn oyer-ſpread. 

In the beginning of the tenth Chapter, mention is made of a 
mightie Angel with alittle booke open in his hand. The mightic 
Angel is Chriſt, the litcle booke is the Bible, called a little booke, 
becauſe it is but little in compariſon of the great volumes of Popiſh 
books. It is ſaid tobe open» to ſhew that though it had becn a long 
time kept from the people, and lockt up in the Latine rongue, it 
ſhould be opened, that is,tranſlated into ocher languages,and made 
common for eyery one to.reade. Alſobyrthe opening of the book, 
is ot that the things therein contained ſhould be preached 
publickly. . 

Inthe 11. Chapter and 1. verſe, it is written, that a reed like a 
rod w3s given to the Apoftle ro meaſure the Temple, the Altar 
and them that worſhip therein: By the Temple is meant the true 
wotſhippers:ot God, 1 Cor, 6. 9: By the Altar, is meant, the pub 
lickworſhip and ſcrvice of God, Mat. 5. 23, 24. where it is writ- 
ten, When rhew bringeſt thy gift tothe Altar, that is, when thou —_ 
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meſt tothe publick worſhip and ſervice of God ; a#d then remems 
breſt that thy brother hath ou ght again thee, leave there thine offering, 
and go, and be firſt reconciled to thy brother, &c, that is, when thou 
art about to joyne with the Congregation 1n the publick worſhip 
and ſervice of God, and remembreſt thar thy brocher hath ought 
againſt thee, leave there thine offering, and goe thy way, firſt be 
reconciled rothy brother,and then come and offer thy pitt, that is, 
doe not preſume to joyne with the Congregation 11 the publick 
worſhip and ſervice of God, till thou be reconciled co thy brother. 
By them that worſhip in the Temple, 1s meant them that doe pro- 
teiſe rhe true Chriſtian Religion, By meaſuring the Altar, the 
Temple, andthem that worſhip therein,is meant,the.reforming of 
things amiſle in the publick worfhip and ſervice of God, and pro» 
feſſors thereof. The word of God, by which, things amiſle ate to 
be reformedyis likened co a recd, like a rod, that is, a metwang, or 
rulc, wherewith herhat is about to build :an houſe, .doth meaſure, 
and (et forth the breadth, length and height of every roome. 

T he Preachers whom God appointed for that great worke,God 
doth call his two witneſſes. T he nurwber twoyis but a ſmall num- 
ber. God did call the Preachers, whom he dd ſent forth, his two 
witneſles, to ſhew, that the number of them was ſmall, in compa- 
riſon of the multitude of falſe teachers, the Popes Clergie, 

T heir commiſſion to preach the Goſpel was tolaſt 43.moneths, 
counting to every moneth thirtie dayes, and every day tor a yeare, 
which comes to a1 260. yeatcs, which terme of x 260. ycates began 
about the ycare of our Lord, 300. when God did raiſe and'bring a 
zcalous Chriſtian, one A»g«ſtine, an Engliſhman, to be Emperour 
of Rome, and gave him power to ſubdue all Emperours, Kings, 
Princes, and people, that did hate-and perſecute the Goſpel, and 
true profeſſors thereof, and by his authoritic and good example, 
did draw them to embrace the Chriſtian Religion. 

Then was Satan reſtrained and bound tor a thouſand yeares, 
Chap.20.2. from perſecuting the Goſpel and true profeſſors there- 
of, by the heathen Emperours 3 whereupon he did caſt about how 
to bring the Biſhops ot Rome, to ſucceed the Emperours. 

The Biſhops ot Reme were then very:poore , and perſecuted by 
the Emperours, o as of 33.-not one did eſcape martyrdome, [ave 
onely one, whole name was Sy/veſter, who having no heart to ſut- 
fer, as his fellows did, tooke him(clfe to his heels, and fied, till Con- 
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/tantize had ſubdued the perſecuting Emperours, and then did re- 
turne to Rome, and had (cient maintenance beſtowed upon him 
by Conſtantine, | | 

Then when Sylveſter was (etled in Rome, Satan did put into the 
head of Conſtantine, to tranſport the ſcat of the Empire tt Bizan- 
tinm, which he called (onftantinople, and to leave the feat of Rome 
to Sylveſter, and to beſtow great revenues and dominions upon 
him, andto give him atitlc of honour ( Papa) the Fa:her of the 
Church. nn to make him the head of the Chutches ot Africa, A- 
ſia, and Exrope, and in token thereof, to give him, and in him to all 
his ſucceſſors, a triple Crowne. 

Whether the triple Crowne, was given by (or ſtantine, or uſur- 
ped by Silreſter, 1s uncertain : yet this is certain, that Plata the 
Popes darling, in vita Sylveſtri primi, and others, doe write, that at 
the ſame time when the large authoritic, revenues,and dominions, 
were given to Sylveſter, a voice from heaven was heard, ſaying, 
Now 1 poyſon ſowed in the Church of God: which miraculous voice, 
eſtabliſheth and maketh plane, that the horrible and abominable 
kingdome of the Biſhops of Rome, did then begin, as a poylonable 
venome to the Church of God. 

Ir is written, Revel. 11.7. that when the two witneſſes had fini- 
ſhed their teſtimonie, the Beaſt that came out of the botromleſle 
pit, did make warre againſt them, and did overcome them and kill 
chem. The mcaning 1<, that Popiſh Kings and Princes by order 
from the Pope, did make warre and overcome and {lay, not onely 
the Preachers, but alſo them that by the preaching ot the Goſpel 
were converted, and drawne from the Popes Religion ; whereat 
all that were of the Popes Religion did rejoyce, Chap. 11. 10. and 
expreſle their joy by ſending gifts one to another, becauſe they 
were vexed tothe heart to ſee ſomany drawn away by the preach- 
ing of the Goſpel, from their Religion; and becauſc = Preachers 
did thunder againſt their ſuperſtitions, 8& did ſo wound and launce 
their conſciences, as they could have no reſt, till they had rid them 
out of the world, as you may gather out of the latter end of the 
tenth yerſe. 

The time of the Popes tyrannicall reigne, ended about the yeare 
of our Lord, 1560, when it pleaſed God to raiſe up and ſend forth 
other tauchtull Preachers to preach the Goſpel throughour all the 
Popes dominions, in ſtead ot yu that he had ſlame. F 
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In theyeare of our Lord, 1550. in the Councell at A»ſpnurg, Ce- 
[ar Ferdinardo, and other Kings and Princes did binde themſelves 
ſolemn'y by a publick Decree, that the Chriſtian Religion ſhould 
be free tor all mcn to proteſſe : whereupon the people of Auftria 
did perition their King, that it might be tree for them to profeſſe 
the Chriſtian Religion, So alſo did the people of Bavaria, and ma- 
ny others, which did put great teare into the Pope that his king - 
dome mult gue downe ; and into Popiſh Kings, Princes, and peo- 
ple, that their Popith Religion would goe downe. Whereupon 
tollowed great commotions and inſurrefions, according to the 
prophetic, Rev, 11.13. where 1t 1s written, that at that howre there 
Hall be a great Earth- quake, wherein the tenth part of the (,itie ſhall fall, 
ſeven thouſand ſhall be flune, the remnant ſhall feare, and give glory to 
the Godof heaven, By the Earth- quake, is meant, inſurreCtions and 
commotions about Religion, how to maintaine Popery, and to 
ſupprefle Chriftianitie- By the Citie is meant Rome, and the domi- 
nion that the Pope had over al! Nations in Chriſtendome. By the 
fill of the teath part of the Citric, 15 meant, that many Nations and 
people, ſhall fall away trom the Pope, and his Religion, and thar 
many Abheyes, Priorics, Monaſteries, and Nunneries ſhould be 
ruin'd and puld downe. By the ſlaughter of ſeven thouſand , 15 
meant, that many thouſands thall be ſlaine on both ſides, and eſpe- 
cially 0n the Papiſts ſtde, and theretore it is written, that the rem- 
n4nt ſhall feare, ana give glory to the God of heaven : the meaning is, 
that ſo many of the Papilts as doe belong unto God , and ſhall eſ- 
cape with their lives, and iceing the hand of God upon them, ſhall 
ve atrail ro proteſſe or maintaine the Romiſh religion any longer, 
and give glory to the God of heaven, by renouncing the Pope 
and his Religion, and inſtead thereof imbrace the Chriſtian Reli 
2100, which doth teach men; to give glory to the God of heaven, 
and not ro Angels and Saints, by making prayers unto them as the 
Papilts doe.

Se. Ambroſe his booke was in | requeſt and moſt uſed, till

ſuch holineſſe in it for thoſe ſhreads (ſake, as we thinke that God is 
not rightly worſhipped, nor the Sabbath rightly kepr, nor the Sa- 
craments rightly adminiſtred, unleſle all be done according to the 
order of the Service-booke.

2, In the pretended Communion, : it hath. all the fubliance. and 
effcntiall parrs of the Maſſe, and ſo brings.in-the moſt abominadle: 
fdolarry that ever was in the world, in warſhippingot-a breaders! 
God, and makes way to the Antichriſt of Rowe, to bring:rthis Land 
untcr his bondage againe, as may be ſecne at large by the particu- 


lar of rhat Communion, wherein ſoraethings, that were pur our. 


of the Scrvice-booke of England, for (melling: ſo ſtrong of the 
Maſſe, are reſtored, and many: ks that were 10 it, ate 
brought in, cut.of the Maſſe-booke, _ they labour to cover 
the matter, Ithath the commemorattionof the dead : The Table 
{cr Altar wayes : The oblationof the Bread and Wine to God be» 
tore the conſecration : It hath the Popiſh cenlecration, thar the: 
Lord woukd ſanQtific by his Word, and. by his holy; Spirit, thoſe 
gifts and creatures of Bread and Wine, that they may be unto us 
the body and bloud of his Sonne, and then repeat the words of In- 
{ticution ro God, for that purpoſe. Ir hath an oblation of it againe, 
ater it is conſecrate, the conſummation by the Prieſt, kneeling be- 
forethe confecrate Breadand Wine, It rakes away the cativg and 
drinking by faith, mentioned in the Engliſh Liturgie. It hath the 
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ſeverall other particulars, that would take along time to rehearſe 
and confute. 

3. Though they would take away the Idolatrous Maſle cur of ic, 
yer ithath a number of Popiſh ſuperſtitions and Idolatrovs cerc- 
monies : as, 29; holy dayes, wheteof 24. are dedicated to Saints ; 
two of them to the Vitgin ary; the one whereof is called, The 
Annuatiation of onr Laily , (o ſhee is made a Lady to Chriſtians; nor 
being on earth, ſhee muſt be a Lady in heaven: Isnot this ro make 
hcr aGoddeſF:? Ir !1ith 14. Faſting dayes and ſome weeks. It hath 
alſo the huimanc S2ccaments of the Croſle in Baptilme,laymg on of 
the Biſhops hand in cutifirmiation: a Ring for the ourward feale jn 
Marriage: a (anftined Foht, holy watcr, holineſſe of Churches and 
Chancels : Private Bavtiſmez private Communions ; Ceremonies 
for Buriall of the dead , and purification of women after Child- 
birth; the Pricſt ſtanding, kneeling, turning to the peopl,and con- 
fequently fromthe, (peaking wich a lowd voyce,andconſequent;, 
ly fornetimes with a lowe voyce. Peoples ſtanding at Golpels, at 
Gloria Patri, and Creeds : their anſwering to the Miniſter, ard ma- 
ny ſuch like, in number above fatric, beſides any Religious Orna- 
ment, that rhe King, or his Succeſſcurs ſhall preſcribe , and Cere- 
monies that Biſhops ſhall determine,. or that ſhall be comemed in 
Bookes of Homil:cs to be (er forth hereatter. 

4 And though they would take out of the Book both the Mafle 
and all thoſe ſuperſticious Cercmoeies, yer it hath a number of 0- 
ther material crrours : 2s, leaving unread about a 120. Chaprers of 
Gods Word, and putting this reproach upon thera, that they arc 
leaſt edifymgz and might belt be (pared; and reading ſundry Chap- 
ters out of Apocrypha; whdcr rhe ſtile of Holy Scripture ot the old 
Teſtament. It hath a Letany more like conjurtingthen1:ke Pray- 
ers : It hath ſome places out of which Papiſts may prove , that Sa- 
craments arc abſolutely neceſſary to ſalvation, 1n appointing Bap- 
ti{me in private, with ſuch haſte, that, it neceſfitic require, he that 
baptizes needs not ſo much as to ſay the Lords Prayer, and out uf 
which they may prove, that Sacraments give grace by their worke' 
wrought, in ſaying, Children baptized, have all things neceſſarie ts ſal- 
vation, and be undoubtedly ſaved, It hath other places our of which 
they may prove more Sactaments then two, which they ſay cvery' 
Pariſhtoner, whos alreadic baptizcd, ſhall communicate, and thail 
alſo reccivethe Sacrarmenmts;and that two Sacraments are generally

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neceſſary to prove ſalvation} as if chere were others, either not ſo 
gcnerall or not ſo necef{ary, It hath other places our of which they 
may prove univerſall grace; ſaying, G04 the Father made m2, aud all 
the World; and God the Sonne redeemed me, and all mankinade : One Col- 
le pretends to beg from God, that which they dare not preſume 
eo name and a number of others of this {ort, | 

5- Though likewiſe they amend all thoſe errours, and that there 
were no materiail errour 1n it at all:ſo they readenothing at all but 
Scriptures, yea, and chat all cheir Prayers and Exhorcations were 
nothing but words of Scripture, yet ſuch a Liturgie werenot law- 
full to be made the onely forme of Gods worſhip in publicke : for, 
though a formed Liturgic may be to ſerve for Rule to other Churs 
ches and monuments to poſteritie what torrnes are uſcd, or that it 
may lead the way, or be direCtion to thoſe that are beginning in 
the Miniſtery, yer it 1snot by reading ot Prayers and Exhortations 
thatthe Lo v appoints his ſcrvants of the Miniſtery to worſhip 
him,or edific his people, bur he hath given gifts tothem to Exhorr, 
Pray, and Preach, which they ought to ſtirre up and uſc, and 
though they may in their private ſtudies take helpe of other mens 
gifts, yet it 1snot lawfull for a mantotic himſclfe, or be tyed by 0- 
thers, to a preſcript forme of words 1n praycr and exhortation ; for 
theſe reaſons. | 

Firſt, Such a preſcript Forme 1s againſt the Glory of God, in ſtint- 
ing to him ſuch a daily meaſure of ſervice, and ſo hindring the ma- 
ny ſpirituall Petitions and praiſcs that otherwiſc would be, it Gods 
oifrs were uſed, 

Secondly, Ir is againſt the Dignirie of (hriſt, in making his gifts 
needicfle : for, though he ſend downe no gitts at all, they canſcrve 
themiſclves with the Booke withoutthem. 

Thirdly, It quenches the Holy Spirit, becauſe he gets no imploy- 
ment. 

Fowrthly , It hinders the Edrfication of Gods people, they may as 
well ſtay at homc,and be edrficd by reading the Booke themſelves. 

Fifthly, Icis againſt the Converſron of choſe that know not God : will 
ever a Rat-ryme of words ſaid over withour tceling or bleſſing, 
worke upon an untenewed heart > 

S$;xthly, It willnever ſerve ro convince an Hereticke, to checke a pro- 
phane perſon, of to waken a ſecure ſoule:they may long goe on ere ſuch 
aſcuyice bite upon them : yea, it foſters people in a preſumptuous 
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conceit, that they are well enough if they be preſent and (ay thei: 
parc of ſervice, 

Seventhly, It foſters alaſie Miniſtery, and makes way for putting 
downe Preaching; they nced take no paincs,and theretore needs no 
{tipend;yea,they may come from the Alchouſc,or a wore place, 8& 
ſtep to and read their Service,withour either check or preparation. 

Eightly, It may all be done by a Boy of ſeven yeares olazand (0 eve- 
ry private man that can reade, yea a Turke if he can reade, may be 
ſuch a Miniſter. 

Ninthly , It cannot expreſle the ſ[everall needs of all prople to God, or 
deale with them, according to their ſeverall eſtates, that will alrer 
otherwiſe then any prelcript forme can be applycd to. 

Tenthly . If any one [tinted Luturgic had been good, or needfull, 
no doubut but Cx k 1 s T would have (ct one downe to us. 

6. Thougha preſcript torme of Liturgic were lawtull, yer there 
i5no watrant tor impoſing of one ; for,might not able Minitters(art 
leaſt) make a preſcriprt furme to themſelves, which would fir them 
and their people beſt > But it it were lawtfull ro impoſe one, then 
there 15 one in this Cowntrey already. Ought not that rather be in1- 
poſcd,then any other,ſ(ecing it isalready eſtabliſhed by Parliament 
now of a longtime ? But now, it a new onc ought to be impoſed, 
then it ought ro come in by a lawfull manner, by a generall Aſſem- 
bly, and men choſen to make it that are knowne to have the pitt of 
praycr themſelves, and not the Maſle-booke tranſlated into Eng- 
liſh.urged by Ants hr iſtian Prelates upon Gods people, withour COl1- 
ſent of any Gererall Aſſembly or Paritament,againſt the will of all 
men, and withno ſmall offence and ſcandall to the minds and con- 
ſciences of luch, as thioke all Licurgic unlawtull,chat is cither in the 
Maile way, or inconſiſtent with the praiſe and peace of the refor- 
med Churches of Scor/avd hitherto, and againſt the hearts of ſuch 
as know many things in the Englith Liturgie and Canons, which 
the praQiſe of, neither had warrant in Gods Word, nor can bring 
any luch addicion to the profit, honour, or power ot the King, that 
15able co rec6penle the lo{le he may make of his good Subjects af- 
tctioas, by comanding ſuch a change, as the good Liturgie would 
bring tothe peace of our Church, and reſpect due to the Aﬀts of 
Parliament and long cultome, whereby our Church Diſcipline,Or- 
der, and Goycrnment hath beeneftabliſhed. | ; 
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
